1, Soviet tank and antitank artillery units were cbserved 
moving through ZEHDENICK (N 53/U 70) towards the northern 
section of the "Schorfheide" on 4 and 5 June 1949. 


2. Three large cantonments with numerous bunkers and a total 
of about 300 cantonment buildings were wm served at the 
"Schorfheide"™. One cantonment was locatec northwest of 
GHOSSCHOENEBECK (N 53/2 89), another one west of VOGELSANG 
(N 54/0 70) and the third east of HINMELPPORY (N 54/U 72). 
Well camouflaged armored vehicles were parked near the 
cantonments.

S. A large, newly established troop camp was observed 7 June 
1949 ©. the road leading to TEMPLIN, about 12.5 miles 
south of PRENZLAU (N 54/Q 04), The canp had an estie 
mated capacity of QN00 to 10,000 troops. It was surroun- 
ced by a high barbed-wire fence and connected with a 
water works. Several newly constructed watchtowers were 
seen. Only a small guard detail was located in the caup 
at the time of observation.
